“Whereas the National Exposition, which is to be held in Chicago in 189*2 
to celebrate the Fourth Centennial of the discovery of America, is one in 
which everything pertaining to the life and character of the American peo- 
ple will be, or should be, represented ; and whereas, this claims to be a 
Christian nation, founded upon and guided by the principles of the Christian 
religion, a vital doctrine of which is the sanctity and proper observance of the 
Christian Sabbath ; and the opening of the Centennial grounds on the Sabbath 
day we believe to be inconsistent with ita proper observance : Therefore we,, 
the Virginia Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, in behalf 
of the 75,000 members of the Church which we represent, respectfully request 
the managers of our great Exposition to close the grounds on the holy Sabbath 
day.” 

Jas. M. White, formerly a local deacon of our Church, who was

Rev. JAMES HENRY CROWN 



BY REV. GEO. H. RAY. 



James Henry Crown was born in Montgomery County, Maryland, 
March 1st, 1831. He was the son of Hezekiah and Jane Crown, 
who trained him from boyhood in the ways of righteousness. 

In early manhood, at eighteen years of age, during a revival con- 
ducted by Eev. W. W. Bennett, D. D., andEev. Chas. A. Davis, at 
Emory Chapel, in the District of Columbia, he was converted. The 
writer’s father led him to the altar of prayer. The hour of his res- 
urrection from the death of sin witnessed his call to the work of the 
ministry. He began at once to prepare for work in that dispensa- 
tion of the Gospel committed unto him. 

In 1853-54, he was at school in Hillsboro, Loudoun County, Va., 
where he continued his academic studies under the tuition of that 
accomplished Christian gentleman, Prof. J. J. Potts, who also taught 
him, as he had taught others, the ground- work of theology. Here 
he was licensed to preach and began to exercise his gifts and 
graces. 

In 1855-56, he was at Eandolph- Macon College, w^here he prose- 
cuted his studies systematically, and successfully, and stood well in 
his classes. In November, 1856, he was admitted on trial into the 
travelling connection of the Virginia Conference. Mr. Crown was 
ordained deacon in the class of 1858, by Bishop Kavanaugh and 
elder in the class of 1860, by Bishop Payne. 

He was successively pastor of Loudoun, Prince William, Stafford, 
Clarke, Fauquier, Middlesex, Sydney (now Park Place), Eichmond, 
High St. Petersburg, Williamsburg, New Kent, Heathsville, Second 
St. Portsmouth, Norfolk Circuit, Hampton, Eappahanriock, York, 
Greene and Lancaster, in all which he was greatly beloved and 
useful. 

Thus from the mountains to the sea, for more than thirty-three 
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years, he sounded with resonant notes the Gospel trumpet, giving 
the echo of the world’s jubilee. 

In 1873, he was united in holy wedlock to Miss Hannah E. Stone, 
daughter of Eichard Stone, Esq., of Fauquier County, Va., with 
whom he lived in great felicity, and whose counsel and love were 
benedictions to him. His preaching was systematic, clear, and 
strong. His mind was logical, and his voice sonorous. Usually he 
was deliberate and measured in the pulpit ; but sometimes he rose 
to great pathos and tenderness. He was always an effective preacher 
and had seals to his ministry wherever he went. 

He was also systematic and practical in all the business work of 
the church, instructing his people in lines of common sense, as well 
as ill spiritual things, during his visits to their homes. He taught 
by example, as well as precept, to be diligent in business and fervent 
in spirit. He never received large salaries, but he never wanted 
the good things of life. He was painstaking, exact, economic and 
generous. 

He owed no man anything but love. His house was always open 
to his brethren, and he enjoyed doing them a kindness as much as 
he enjoyed their companionship. He did not seem to study to do 
kindnesses to his fellowmen, but it looked as if that was the trend of 
his life. He was a cautious and safe counsellor, and a faithful, hon- 
est and fairminded brother among us. young preacher, or lay- 
man needing sympathy and guidance, failed to get counsel and 
help from this man of God, who was deep in the experiences of the 
Gospel. Dr. Laflferty says of him, He was the synonym of cheerful 
piety, portly and contented. Ambition never vexed his serene 
spirit, nor envy soured his genial soul.” He looked carefully after 
all the interests of the'chnrches in his charge. Parsonages were built 
or improved. Old churches were remodeled and new ones arose 
where he went along. Although constantly suffering from heart 
trouble, in 1889, he completed a beautiful church, at Carter’s Creek, 
valued at $4,000, where he;organized a class of fifty Methodists, since 
grown to number 107, where also has been established an Academy, 
employing five teachers with sixty students, which is tributary to 
Eandolph-Macon College. 

The writer on his way to an appointment was called by telegram 
to his bedside, and reached the Lancaster parsonage on Friday. 
He was passing into a comatose condition. On the Tuesday previ- 
ous, Mr. Crown had with his usual deliberation and care arranged 
his temporal matters, and put them off his mind. When the writer 
approached and took him by the hand, he aroused himself and said, 
“ I am glad you have come, I want you to arrange for my work and 
get a young man to help me.” He then added, I am glad to see 
you, I love my brethren.” Ah ! that was the keynote of his noble 
life. It was one of the lights of his pathway in the shadows. In 
the last letter of his life, written in the interest of his charge on the 
11th of April, after suggesting the employment of an assistant 
and speaking of his enfeebled condition, and the necessity laid on 
him, he says, “How strange shall I feel ! How hard to desist ! But 
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it is all right, I submit, The will of God be done ; I would not have it 
otherwise if God wants it so. Come and spend some days with me, 
my ministerial brethren are very dear to me.” He loved his breth- 
ren. We loved him. We always hailed this noble man of God 
for his true and pure apostleship. We miss his rotund figure and 
genial face. We miss his hearty hand-shake and cordial salute as 
he brought and carried the golden thoughts of Christ, giving light 
to the conscience and joy to the hearts of his fellowmen. 

On the 20th day of April, 1890 — the Sabbath day, he rested 
from his labors. About noon of that lovely Spring-time Sabbath, 
he aroused himself and called me to him and said with that delibera- 
tion that always characterized him, “ If I had strength I would 
like to have a long talk with you. The doctor says and my wife and 
friends think my work is done. If they are right, I am ready. I 
only wish «o live to preach that Gospel again to my fellowmen by 
which I am saved. I wish to send my love by you to all my dear 
brethren.” In this message you have his last salutation. As he 
was sinking, I repeated the 23rd Pslam. When i reached the sen- 
tence, Surely goodness and mercy shall follow me all the days of 
my life and i will dwell in the house of the Lord forever,” he 
pressed my hand and said, “that’s it — that’s it.” 

James H. Crown is dead. His manly form, his noble presence, 
his genial face in salutation at our Conference gatherings will be 
seen no more. He answers not to his thirty-fourth roll-call ; but he 
will stand in his lot at the end of the days. 

He died at sunset. While yet the golden beauty lingered on 
foliage and flow ers of early Spring, and threw its splendors on dis- 
tant rifting clouds, and the birds that gathered the crumbs from the 
window-sill warbled their evening song, he passed through the por- 
tals into the city of the King. 

He leaves a wife who had been a helpmate indeed, who attended 
him to the eye-closing with the tenderness of a w^oman’s love. He 
leaves a lovely little daughter, and a son just budding into man- 
hood, to the care of his brethren. His funeral was largely attended 
by all classes. The people of all churches gathered to the obsequies^ 
judges, lawyers, all the people old and young did him reverence. 
The writer preached his funeral sermon on Tuesday, 22nd, from the 
text ^‘Kow is Christ risen from the dead and become the first fruits 
of them that slept.” 

He was buried jin Whitemarsh church-yard where some of his 
predecessors rest, in which church Bishops George and Doggett 
were born to a higher life, and around which sleep a noble host of 
good men and women awaiting with him the resurrection call.

Eev. Joseph S. E. Clarke was born March 3rd, 1816, in Ap- 
pomattox, (then a part of Buckingham) county, Virginia, and died 
December 25th, 1889, at the house of Mrs. J. T. McCraw (the old 
home of John Wesley Eedd) in Prince Edward county. 

He was buried in the family cemetery of the Eedds, his funeral 
services having been conducted by Eevs. L. S. Eeed and Oscar 
Littleton of this Conference. 

During the last five years of his life, he had preached but once — 
a funeral sermon ; the hermit tendencies of his nature, having with 
old age, disease, and the diminishing number of old friends, culmi- 
nated in almost a complete seclusion. For that long period, his 
books and manuscripts were well-nigh his only company. 

The life thus terminated in loneliness and sad separation from the 
comrades of his earlier and mature years had been one of considera- 
ble usefulness. But for some peculiarities and an overstrained in- 
dependence of thought and manners, it might have been more useful 
and even distinguished. 

Brother Clarke was ,a man of decided native ability. A good 
academical training was supplemented by close application to read- 
ing and self-directed study ; and as opportunity occurred in the 
course of his ministry, he attended lectures at William and Mary 
College, the University of Virginia, and Randolph- Macon College. 
He was no mean scholar, and in some branches of learning — especi- 
.ally in psychology and ethics and related subjects — he was widely 
read, and had deeply pondered some of the profoundest problems of 
human research connected with these sciences. Particularly had he 
devoted much time to the study of ‘Uausation,’’ and he left a manu- 
script work on that subject, which some years ago he requested the 
Conference to have published after editing by two of his brethren 
whom he named. It is to be hoped that this desire, the last he 
formally expressed to his brethren, may be yet, by some one’s gen- 
erosity, fulfilled. It is scarcely doubtful that the manuscript is 
worthy to see the light and remain a monument to his clearness of 
thought and critical powers. 

The choice of this topic and the labor of many years spent upon 
it, indicate the philosophic and analytic cast of his mind. 

This did not with him produce, as it has produced in many 
preachers, a substitution of philosophic lecturing for the preaching 
of the Gospel. Certainly in all his best days, and to the last of this 
writer’s hearing of him, about ten years ago, he devoted himself, 
in the pulpit, to the exposition of God’s Word. In a pleasant, 
graceful, pure style, without pretence or attempt at ornamentation 
or eloquence, with occasional quaintness and yet more in frequent 
pathos, he would set forth the meaning, as he conceived it, of the 
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passage selected, which was seldom short. He had a fondness for 
whole paragraphs of several verses as texts. His manner of deliv- 
ery was pleasant, but quiet and unexcited. As a pastor he was 
agreeable and faithful, and despite reserve and reticence and inter- 
vals of taciturnity, made many fast friends, wherever he lived. He 
was fond of poetry and music, and loved nature and exercise out of 
doors, on foot, sometimes making long excursions. 

The fruits of his ministry were considerable. Among the blacks, 
to whom, especially in Farmville, he preached with much interest, as- 
well as among the white people, he had numerous seals of success. 
Besides a number of circuits, he filled most of the more important 
of our single-preacher’s stations, such as Williamsburg, Hampton, 
Charlottesville, Farmville, Boydton. His last effective appoint- 
ment was Ashland. His health was for many years delicate. On 
this account, he became supernumerary and finally superannuated. 

On his death-bed he expressed himself as confident of eternal sal- 
vation through the merits of Jesus Christ his Saviour 5 said that her 
preferred to die ; and after a few weeks of painful lingering, was set 
at rest by the Lord, whom we are sure that he loved most truly, 
and who fully understood and appreciated His servant and knew how 
to overlook and forgive all defects and peculiarities by which his 
mission of usefulness here was, at any time and in any degree, cir- 
cumscribed and hindered. 

He was never married and left no surviving near relative, unless 
perhaps a niece. Of the genuineness of his piety, the self sacrificing 
devotion of his active life to the Gospel, the soundness of his faith 
in Christ Jesus, there can be no doubt in the mind of any who knew 
him well. 

Peace to his ashes !

Years and years ago, when the Conference congregation was wait- 
ing the hour for George Pierce or Hubbard Kavanaugh to come to 
the pulpit, a voice from some retired part of the room, would com- 
mence to carry the first line of a Wesleyan hymn in a rich and re- 
sonant note, soon ’ caught up by many tongues and borne onward 
in a victorious volume ot song. This Asaph of our Conference 
choir was Benjamin F. Woodward. If the eye tracked the tune to 
the man who lifted its first syllables, a Methodist preacher was 
found, perhaps in a corner, of neat and modest garb, a pale, smooth, 
sweet face, bright with heavenly radiance ; a member of the body 
seldom seen on a front seat, never contesting a question on the floor. 

He entered life November 23rd, 1824, the Church, 1840, the 
ministry, 1843, and heaven, January 12th, 1890. 
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His father’s house in 'New Kent county, Va., was a guest 
chamber of God. There was almost a Puritan earnestness in the 
ordering of that household. His cradle was rocked to the songs 
of the Church. The catechism was laid upon his lisping lips. 
He breathed from childhood the air of piety. While under ten 
years he wished to come into the church. There was a prejudice 
in those days to child-religion. God called the lad at a camp 
meeting, by the mouth of Rev. Henry B. Cowles, to a public pro- 
fession at thirteen years of age. He was powerfully converted. 
His native timidity and the heartening grace of Christ w^ere both 
illustrated in his fii*st words on rising from the straw-covered 
floor at the altar. Facing the multitude, the difiident country 
boy, now strong with the strength of God, cried out, “I am not 
afraid of ten thousand people.’’ 

From that hour his course of life was fixed. There had been 
an entire committal. A zeal for God led him to boyish mission- 
ary elforts among his companions and the slaves on his father’s 
farm. Soon an impression of a divine vocation fell upon him. 
His modesty drew back at so high a work for the farmer’s boy. 
The imperative to j>reach was argued down by the plea of unfit- 
ness. Darkness soon enveloped his soul. He was too shrinking 
to take counsel of his father, and so struggled alone in the night. 
In the wrestlings, he yielded his bashful dread of God’s command. 
No man ever enlisted in the sacred cohort with such self- fear as the 
stripling, taking license in Hanover county. 

His initial year found him often on the eve of returning to his 
father’s home, so distrustful was the youth of himself. Earnest labor 
and happy results banished temptations and braced the boy. During 
the thirty-seven years of active service, he passed through the usual 
vicissitudes of the itinerant life on district, circuit and in city. His 
ministry was signalized by wide revivals and large ingatherin? s. 
He had the elements of a successful evangelist, a p<*rsuasive power 
in the pulpit, the gift of song, a sympathetic nature, mother wit, 
and enthusiastic zeal for Christ. 

At different periods his exertions in protracted Pentecosts cover- 
ing weeks disabled him. He received from the Conference a fur- 
lough. These days of partial retirement were irksome to him. He 
would throw down the tools of agriculture, or dismiss his school, 
and take the field for the summer campaign with the preachers res- 
cuing the perishing. 

AYbile he was a supernumerary, it was needful for him to find roof 
and raiment for wife and children by his own toil. He had no stored 
funds or fortune. The crucial test of ministerial character is not 
the orderly and circumspect behavior of the man in charge of a 
church and receiving salary for sermons and pastoral oversight. 
Is the man popular, honored and beloved by the community in 
which he enters as a competitor for its trade, offices, or posts of 
emoluments ? He is there a rival of eager business men or ambi- 
tious citizens. A fierce light is turned on him in scrutiny upon 
every act and criticism of any stumbling. Place a preacher, crippled 
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ill voice or body, in a bank, mercantile house or secular position. 
If he fails, a sneer of contempt is flung at him ; if he succeeds, 
the envious outstripped by him expectorate their spite upon him. 

It j)uts to i>roof the finest metal of manhood and virtue in a 
preacher to win distinction, competence and position as a simple 
citizen, and gather at the same time the good-will of neighbors ; to 
find welcome with demonstration of pride in his career ; to see 
bending bodies, with leaning, listening ears to his sermons when 
he comes among his former rivals in trade and in the conduct of 
public affairs — this is the summit of best behavior. Brother Wood- 
ward achieved this hardest task, for he was always appreciated by 
the people among whom he lived as a farmer or a teacher when in 
disturbed health and off duty in the itinerancy. Alas, sometimes 
the preacher that ‘‘ceases to travel’’ lives not in an “odor of 
sanctity.” 

Brother Woodward was for years a victim of dyspepsia, brought 
cn by service iu the sw^ampy sections. This disorder corrodes the 
brightest saints, but it had no power to dim his shining virtues ; to 
accidulate his mellow piety, or repress his obliging nature, or em- 
bitter his charity. His face wore a benignity on every line, abloom 
on the surface of a soul, rooted and planted in good deeds and holy 
thoughts. Under high religious emotion, his features shone as the 
face of an angel. 

He spoke sound doctrine in fit and fluent w^ords ; his voice had ex- 
ceptional and reaching melody. Under the leafy dome of a wood’s 
meeting he was at his best ; his enthusiasm, direct appeals, often 
followed by a solo of surpassing tenderness, evoked deep interest 
in divine things. God honored him with ajgreat company of converts. 
The tension of his soul was too high for any illustrative anecdotes 
that brought a smile. He w^as a grave man in the pulpit. 

He was married in 1848 to Miss Carmines, of York county, Va., 
who has been a helpmeet to him and a blessed influence in his life 
and work. He reared a family of superior culture and character. 
Professor Woodward, of the University of South Carolina, is his 
only living son. His wife survives him. 

In 1880, his old malady returned with such severity, that he took 
off his harness to be rebuckled, never again. He could nobrecover 
his physical tone. He often said his work was done. It was the 
sorrow of his life that he could not go out no more with the host of 
Israel to the battle. He removed to Spartanburg, S. C., the seat of 
Wofford College. As a supernumerary he preached beyond his 
strength over and often. His friends challenged the wisdom of 
his too frequent pulpit exertions. He could not remain idle in the 
camp. Ten years were passed iu this classic city of the South, re- 
spected by all, loved by many. The weary wheels of life turned 
with slower rim. At a communion service, he seemed to have a 
premonition that it was his last, so he did not assist, but took the 
elements with his family at the chancel. It was his last. 

He was a man of one book. His Bible, marked on every chap- 
tor, and his hymn-book were within reach of his bed. The words 
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of Jesus and the songs of Zion were on his lips and in his heart. 
With strange strength he would sing a favorite verse. It is need- 
less to say he was ready for the summons. He stood at the door to 
salute the messenger. He welcomed his appearing. 

He loved that church system called Methodism. H»^ loved good 
men. He was broad in charity and catholicity. Good men loved 
him. Devout people out of other churches joined his brethern to 
bear him to his burial. His friend, Bishop Duncan, safd the sad 
but hopeful words by his bier. The service was simple, to his 
wishes. 

His dying eyes turned to his native State. His heart had always 
been with his Conference. He left a message for his brethren, 

Preach God’s Word;” he reached that and naught else. 



ALFRED WILES.

Alfred Wiles was born in Harford Co., Md., on July 12, 1819. 
His father, William Wiles, was an upright citizen and gave evidence 
that he died in the faith of the Gospel. His mother was for many 
years a member of the Methodist Episcopal Church, and her death 
was a proclaimed Christian triumph. Alfred, the subject of this 
memoir, while yet a boy of twelve years, little suspecting such an 
event as his mother’s death, was drawn to her dying bed by the 
lamentations of the family, but in time to hear from her dying lips, 
tender.expressions of her love, and amid the halo of the scene, prom- 
ised to try and meet his mother in Heaven. This, as he tells, was 
the occasion of his first deep conviction on the subject of personal 
salvation, and brought forcibly to mind the pious lessons he had of- 
ten heard from her lips. He loved his mother most tenderly, and 
now realizing the parting hour, though he was denied the relief of 
teaus in his sorrow, he then and there formed the resolution to en- 
deavor to be a Christian, and fulfil his promise to meet his mother in 
Heaven. 

The family becoming scattered; he was placed in an office to learn 
the art of printing, but his health — then not robust — necessitated a 
change and he entered upon mercantile pursuits. Soon after, he at- 
tended a camp-meeting in the neighborhood, where after a great 
mental struggle he professed religion, and while the congregation 
was singing the well known words “ On the wings of His love I was 
carried above,” he seemed to catch and adopt the spirit of the hymn 
and rejoiced in conscious acceptance with ^God, and never after 
doubted this work of grace. 

While of a very cheerful disposition and with a keen sense of the 
ludicrous, he had great dignity of manner, and early manifested a 
firmness of purpose, that was helpful in resisting the enticements of 
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his unbolievinj? companions, and enabled him to appropriate as a 
means of spiritual improvement some scriptural rules of holy living, 
formulated and recommended for the most part by Mr. Wesley, tis a 
guide to young converts. At the first opportunity he united with 
the Methodist Episcopal Church. About this time his business pur- 
suits placed him with a large and well known firm in Baltimore 
city, and he became a member of what was then known as Baltimore 
City Stath>n, that had adopted the Wesleyan system of three large 
churches in one charge, served by three prominent ministers alter- 
nating with each other. Here his opportunities and associations^ 
were well suited to the development of his religious character and 
usefulness — in Sunday-School work and in.a Young Men’s Christian 
Association which he was instrumental in forming — with a written 
constitution yet preserved — that grew into important and prominent 
proportions, anticipating by some years the present large and pow- 
erful organization known ^ the “ Young Men’s Christian Associa- 
tion.” 

At a quarterly meeting of this large and intelligent station he was 
licensed to exhort, and was greatly encouraged in his determination 
to preach the gospel. The sainted John Bear, a Presiding Elder of 
the Baltimore Conference, was authorized to employ him as third 
man on Shrewsberry circuit, with Kichard Brown and David Thom- 
as (the latter still living), and to their kindly offices he felt greatly 
indebted for encouragement in his entrance into the itinerant minis- 
try. On this circuit his labors were very successful. On one occa- 
sion being refused jthe privilege of filling a regular appointment at 
a private school house, the congregation repaired to a grove near by, 
where he preached and held protracted services, resulting in the 
conversion of many souls, and the formation of a society of forty 
members, and in a short time he raised ample means to build a 
commodious church known on the circuit as McKendree Chapel. 
He was received on trial in the Baltimore Conference, March 8th, 
1844, but not without difficulties. The Presiding Elder,’ having lost 
his application for his admis.sion on trial, Bishop Morris declined te 
entertain the subject. Brother Wiles, at the instance of the Presid- 
ing Elder, rode on horse-back all night to the home of the Secretary 
of the Quarterly Conference, and procuring his signature was ad- 
mitted the next day. He was appointed for several years successively 
to circuits in Pennsylvania where his labors were eminently blessed. 
He was ordained deacon by Bishop Hedding March 15th, 1846, in 
Baltimore, and in the same city was ordained elder by Bishop 
Waugh, March 8th, 1848. His health suffered on account of his se- 
vere labors, and the rigorous climate of Pennsylvania, and at the 
instance of Bishop Janes he took a supernumerary relation. Hi& 
health was much improved by rest, but sympathizing with the 
South on the question of division in 1844, he determined to avail 
himself, of the privileges of the plan of separation, and with the 
writer and others adhered South, uniting with the Virginia Confer- 
ence at Elizabeth City, in Nov., 1848. From this Conference he was 
assigned to Scottsville circuit. At the close of this Conference year 
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he was married Oct. 25th to Miss Aim Mason, a daughter of Seth 
Mason, Esq., of Frederick Co., Va. Shortly after her death, some 
years ago, having found her a helpmeet indeed, he makes the entry 
in his diary that his “choice was a happy one,” and a union of 
forty years confirmed the wisdom of it. He traveled in the Virginia 
Conference without interruption the following circuits : Scottsville, 
Bedford, Westmoreland, Caroline, Pasquotank. Here he and his 
beloved wife were called to part with two lovely children, their all, 
who died of scarlet fever, and within so short a time that their re- 
mains were deposited in the same grave. It was, indeed, a desolat- 
ing blow to. the stricken parents, yet with a firm trust in God, the 
record of their submission was, “ The Lord gave and the Lord hath 
taken away, blessed ,be the name of the Lord!” His next fields 
were Prince Edward, Brunswick, Amelia, Chesterfield, Campbell, 
Lunenburg, Southampton, Wast Charlotte, Prospect, Middlesex, 
Pasquotank, Heathsville, Goochland, West Hanover and South Han- 
over. In 1885, at the urgent request of his friends, in view of de- 
clining health, he was granted a superannuated relation. His long 
and unbroken pastorate, with gracious revivals on every charge, and 
a peculiar success in church buildings, attest a prosperous and faith- 
ful ministry. Such men make the substantial history of Methodism. 

Brother Wiles did not enjoy favorable educational advantages in 
his youth, but always felt their importance, and often expressed his 
regret at not being able to enter Dickinson College in early life, as 
he contemplated, and had saved enough from his salary to do so, 
but the financial panic of 1837 swept away his resources. His Bible 
was his constant companion, and being familiar with the doctrines of 
the Methodist Church, and with a bright religious experience, he 
proved himself a fair and useful preacher, “ a workman that needeth 
not to be ashamed.” In every field he made many warm friends, 
who always spoke of him in terms of strong affection, and justly 
hold his memory as that of a “ good man full of faith,” and under 
whose ministry “much people was added unto the Lord.” His 
pure character, his modest and unobtrusive demeanor, his devotion 
to his work, without self-seeking, won for him the love and con- 
fidence of his brethren in the ministry, who remember his gentle 
nature and honor the memory of this true man of God. 

His declining health for the last two years of his life confined him 
closely to the home of his son-in-law, HevL J. B DeBerry, of this Con- 
ference, where he had every comfort and attention and the faithful 
ministry of his only daughter, Mi'S. De Berry, who mourned above 
all things that his failing mind afforded but little of that consolation 
so much cherished by surviving friends, as marking the triumphant 
closing hours of so many dying saints. But his friends are not 
without abundant consolation in the remembrance of his long and 
faithful ministry, unclouded by even a breath of suspicion, and that 
justifies the rapturous assurance that he rests with God and the re- 
deemed. He died at Prince George parsonage Feb. 19th, 1890. The 
funeral services were conducted by Bev. Geo. C. Vauderslice and 
others of the ministry, and in the midst of his bereaved family and 
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friends, his body was laid to rest in the cemetery at Ashland, Va., 
by the side of the remains of his faithful wife, and his beloved son 
Lee, who died at Randoph-Macon College, while preparing to take 
up the ministry of his father whose rapidly declining health sig- 
naled, even then, the speedy approach of death. 

Servant of God, well done ! 

Thy glorious warfare’s past ;

The subject of this memoir was born in Princess Anne county, 
Ya., August 10th, 1826, and departed this life in Windsor, N. C., 
February 3rd, 1890. 

His parents, Charles H. and Sarah Williams, removed to Nor- 
folk and soon died, leaving him an orphan at an early age. With no 
gifts of fortune and favors of friendship, he was compelled to strug- 
gle with adversity. With ^Hhe world before him where to choose, 
and Providence his guide, he went forth on the arena of life. In the 
sixteenth year of his age he was converted, under the ministry of 
Rev. Thomas Crowder, and immediately united with the Cumber- 
land-Street Methodist Church. He was at once deeply impressed 
with a call to the ministry, but insurmountable difficulties rose up 
before him, and.it was some time before the way was clear and open 
to him. 

With an indomitable energy of character, and with a spirit of 
independence, asking no help from the “Young Men’s Aid So- 
ciety,” he plodded his way to Alleghany College, in Pennsylvania, 
where for five years he pursued the curriculum of that institution 
of learning, and graduated in all its departments with the highest 
honors. He was licensed to preach while at college. On his re- 
turn to Norfolk in the Autumn of 1853, he was examined by Rev. 
James D. Coulling, and recommended by the quarterly conference 
of Cumberland Street for admission into the Virginia Conference. 
He was received into the Conference, and during his ministerial life 
he was an earnest and faithful laborer in the vineyard of the Mas- 
ter- He filled the following appointments : Edenton, High Street 

and Elizabeth City stations, Hertford, Camden, King George, North- 
ampton, Bertie, Lunenburg, Perquimans, Princess Anne, Indian 
Ridge, Pasquotank, Gates, Lancaster, Southampton and Brunswick 
Circuits. 

Brother Williams was a man of fine culture. He was fond of 
reading standard works — the effusions of great and cultivated minds. 
He kept abreast with the times, and in point of scholarship he 
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fully measured up to any man in the Conference. Naturally diffi- t 

dent, modest and unobtrusive, his literary attainments were never ^ 

known to those with whom he was not brought into close and inti- | \ 

mate relations. His mind was like a great store-house, rich in clas- ' 1 

sic lore and replete with historic research. \ 

While he laid no claim to the charms of oratory, and never cap- 
tivated his audience by the thrilling tonas of eloquence — the 
sounded t)eriods, the flowers and tinsels of rhetoric — yet he was an | 

able expounder of the doctrines of Christianity, and his well 
chosen words, chaste, simple, and full of import, carried poignant 
conviction to many a thoughtful mind. Not only in the pulpit, 
but in the social circle he was highly entertaining and instructive. 

All subjects seemed to have been familiar to him He had a pecu- 
liar tact for unravelling and explaining subjects that puzzled others 
and appeared inexplicable. 

It was his delight to declare the unsearchable riches of Christ ; 
and when he was forced to retire from the active work and placed 
on the superannuated list, his heart was nearly crushed — a gloom set- 
tled upon his future, and in the presence of many friends he gave 
vent to his feelings in a copious flow of tears. He died suddenly. 

His wife had preceded him to the grave a few months before in the 
triumphs of Christian faith. 

A large and deeply sympathizing congregation attended his fune- 1 

ral from the Methodist Church in Windsor. Eev. W. H. Riddick 1 

officiated, assisted by Rev. Mr. Speight, of the Baptist church. 

Thus has passed away one of the purest and best members of our 

Conference, leaving four children and many friends to mourn his ^ 

departure.

The historic claims of our denomination upon this subject, are becoming bet- 
ter understood and more widely appreciated. 

The original co-ordination of Education and Methodism on the part of our 
fathers ; their incorporation of the Academy and College under Christian 
teachers as a part of our Church work, expressed a judgment, which the roll of 
years has emphasized as at once in harmony with the great commission of the 
Gospel, and indispensable to the successful execution of that commission. 

Ignorance and vice have ever been but too fearfully confederated. And, 
while knowledge has never been in itself synonymous with virtue yet it has 
always, when guided by Christian influences, been the greatest promoter of 
all the best interests of humanity. 

The Christianity our Methodism teaches, while full of pity for the ignorant, 
is ever seeking to uplift and make thOm wise. It protests against fostering 
the sensual to the neglect of the intellectual in man. It insists that reason shall 
master passion, and an enlightened conscience shall dictate the decisions of our 
will, and the highest and best in man of thought, affection and action, shall be 
consecrated to, and ruled by, the claims of our immortality. 

So felt our fathers, and so must we feel and continue to teach, or else prove 
recreant to the trust they bequeathed us. We rejoice that our Church has 
taken no backward step on this line. 
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While we rejoice in the steady advance of popular education as provided by ‘ 

the State, and approve the fostering care she extends to her colleges and uni- ^ 

versity, we yet recognize the fact that the education thus provided is secular, 
and therefore insufficient in its character. We must co-ordinate religion with 
the mental culture of our children, and seek thus to subsidize their minds and 
hearts to Christ. We believe our people are coming more and more to appre- 
ciate this fact, and also the fact that the spirit and demands of the age necessi- 
tate a higher education for their children. The evidences of this are found in 
the increased patronage of our colleges and seminaries, and the enlarged liber- 
ality of our people in their support. 

In the reports coming to us, we notice first, those from Randolph-Macon Col- 
lege. At the close of the last session it had enrolled 190 students. Up to date it 
has 150. This number will doubtless, as heretofore, be increased at the Spring 
term. The high standard of scholarship and morals, heretofore marking the 
College, is maintained. Its Professors are not only distinguished for their 
scholarshipand aptness as teachers, but also for their devotion as Christian 
gentlemen. They are, as members of our Church, in full accord with her aims 
to maintain a foremost position in the great work of education. They have 
made a reputation for themselves and the College, which entitles both to our 
highest commendation and warmest support. Their careful attention to the 
moral and religious welfare of the students committed to them is a matter of 
special gratification. 

Improvements have been made during the year, notably the completion of 
the President’s house and one for Professor Kern, and the completion and 
equipment of the lower rooms of the new Science Hall. 

Every reasonable facility is now ofiered the students for both their physical 
culture and comfort, and altogether the provisions ot the College challenge 
the fullest confidence and most liberal patronage of our people and the public 
at large. 

We rejoice also to report the completion of Randolph-Macon Academy, at 
Bedford City, and its auspicious opening last September On the fourth of 
last July the Trustees of the College were, with many others, invited to its 
•dedication. A faculty of highly-educated young men had been chosen, and 
the Academy was opened early in September for students. It has already en- ' 

’rolled 126 students, 95 of whom are boarders. The building and its equip- 
ments are doubtless the finest in all the South, and it starts out with a mag- 
nificent prospect and promise of a glorious career. The total value of the 
plant is estimated at at least $100,000. 

It being a part of Randolph-Macon College it will nearly double the former 
roll of students on its catalogue and widen immensely our sphere of usefulness 
and infiuence in our educational work. We cannot and should not close our 
notice of this Academy without expressing as a Board our increased indebted- 
ness to President W. W. Smith. While profoundly grateful to every friend 
who has contributed to its erection, we owe Dr. Smith a special expression 
of our grateful appreciation as a Conference, of his extraordinary zeal, ability, 
liberality and sacrificing labors in bringing to completion such a valuable and 
magnificent enterprise. 

Nor is this all. Through his agency another and equally splendid academy 
has been projected and provided for, to be located at Front Royal, Virginia, in 
the bounds of the Baltimore Conference. The friends of education in that 
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Bection, stimulated by our success at Bedford City, and inspired by a noble 
desire to still further the cause, have given to and placed under the control of 
the Trustees of Randolph-Macou College a site for the Academy and over 
$00,00d in cash and notes. 'Phis Academy, it is expected, will be built and 
ready forstiulents by the first of September, 1892, and will be equal in style^ 
size and equipment to the one at Bedford City. 

Truly may it be said that these twin sons of our grand old College so 
illustrate the growing estimate of our people of higher education under Chris- 
tian auspices, as to call for our rejoicings and thanksgivings to God. They 
form a new epoch in our history, and place us in the forefront of such work 
among the Churches of the South. 

We also learn that the Chesapeake Academy, now in its second session, is suc- 
ceeding finely ; has sixty pupils and five teachers. It has already contributed 
a student to Randolph- Macon College. We commend it to the favorable con- 
sideration of our people 

Before passing from the notice of the male department of our Educa- 
tional work we would also again call attention to the theological department 
of Vanderbilt University. 

Professor W F. Tillett D. D,, of our Conference, is Dean of the Theological 
Department, and reports sixty students enrolled in it this year, three of whom 
are from Virginia. 

The superior advantages there offered our young ministers who wish to 
prosecute their studies beyond those furnished at Randolph-Macon, commend 
it at once to their consideration, and should receive their patronage over any 
other theological school. 

In the department of female education we are glad to say the reports sub- 
mitted to us also show increased prosperty. 

The Danville College for Young Ladies, hithe*’to so prosperous, and doing 
such a valuable work, reports to date 142 pupils enrolled, which is eighteen 
more than at the same time last year. Of this number ninety five are music 
pupils, and fifty boarders. These figures are larger than for any previous ses- 
sion of its history. The boarding department is now filled to its utmost capa- 
city. An auxiliary to the Woman’s Missionary Society has been organized 
and is in a flourishing condition. The College now numbers eleven officers 
and teachers. Its President, Professor R. H. Sharp, A. M., and his Assistants, 
are maintaining the high standard of the College, and its increased patro 
nage shows what a hold it has upon the public confidence. We rejoice in this, 
and re-affirm our commendation of it to the patronage of our people. 

The Bowling Green Female Seminary, under the presidency of Rev. E. H. 
Rowe, also reports enlarged patronage and prosperity. This school now num- 
bers sixty scholars. Its special aim is to combine all the comforts of a n- fined 
home-life, with a liberal and careful culture, both intellectual and religious. 
It has achieved an enviable reputation and wide popularity in the past, and 
its history bespeaks for it, what we cordially give, our earnest and hearty com- 
mendation. 

We also report the Suffolk Female Institute. For years it has been a pop- 
ular and successful school, under the control of the Misses Finney, who are 
members of our Church. It has recently enlarged its buildings, and now has 
the largest number of students for years — namely, one hundred and twenty- 
five.

Its growing prosperity attests its successful work, and we cordially renew our 
commendations of it. 

The Southern Female College at Petersburg, Va., is one of our oldest and 
most efficient institutions for the education of young ladies. Its President, 
A. K. Davis, is a son of Williams T. Davis, deceased, who was for years the 
honored President of this College. It is thoroughly organized and well 
equipped for its work, and deserves a liberal share of the patronage of our 
people. 

In closing this notice of our Female Colleges we feel it is eminently proper 
for us to say, that your Board has learned with great interest of a proposition 
made to the Board of Trustees of Randolph- Macon College looking to the estab- 
lishment of a great College for young women at Lynchburg, Va., under the 
auspices of that Board, and beg leave to offer the following resolution relative 
thereto. 

Resolved^ That we look with great interest upon this enterprise, and commend 
it to the hearty support and co-operation of the membership of our Church 
and the friends and patrons of education generally. 

In conclusion we submit the statistics called for by the Discipline (See Gen- 
eral Minutes) and the following resolution : 

Resolved, That our Presiding Bishop be requested to appoint Rev. W. F. Til- 
lett D. D., to the Vanderbilt University, as Professor in the Theological De- 
partment, and Rev. E. H. Rowe, to the “ Bowling Green Female Seminary.”

BOARD OF COIiPORTAGE. 

For information on this subject we refer to the report of the General Agent, 
which was read for the information of the Conference, and to the report of 
the Executive Committee. 

While this movement is but in its infancy among us in its present form, and 
under its present management, we are glad to learn that so much has been 
done. While many of the books sold were hymn-books, many Bibles and 
other religious books have been sold and destitute families visited by col- 
porters. But if we had a fund from which to assist colporters, a much larger 
number could have been employed and more work^iould have been done. 

Resolved 1. That sections of our Constitution be so amended as to conform 
to the Discipline by inserting, after 'the word Conference, “ on nomination of 
the Board.” 

Resolved 2. That some plan should be devised by which a fund for the em- 
ploynaent of colporters should be raised and would suggest voluntary con- 
tributions through the General Agent and the colporters. 

Resolved 3. That we respectfully recommend the Conference to elect Rev. 
A. G. Brown D. D., General Agent.

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To the Board of Col portage of the Virginia Conference : 

Your Executive Committee beg leave to report that, as soon as practicable 
after the adjournment of the last session of Conference, a meeting of the Com- 
mittee was held in the City of Kichmond for the transaction of the business 
intrusted to us as your representatives. The meeting was delayed beyond our 
wish or expectation by the illness of Brother Walford, your former Agent. 
As soon, however, as he was able to leave his room he gave us his cheerful 
co-operation in the work assigned us. Such partial settlement as was then 
practicable was promptly made. 

An inventory of stock, taken by our direction, showed books in the deposi- 
tory valued at 8734.31 ; and the financial exhibit showed cash on hand amount- 
ing to $724.68, namely the sum of $318,46, held by tlie Agent, and the sum of 
$406.22, in the hands of Capt. Richard Irby, late Treasurer of the Board. 

These assets, amounting in the aggregate to $1, 458.99, were loaned by us to 
Rev. A. G. Brown, the Agent of the Board, to be employed as a capital for the 
prosecution of the col portage work committed to him by the Conference, and 
his bond for the return of said sum on the expiration of his agency is held by 
us as security for said loan. It being difficult to secure frequent meetings of a 
committee whose members are so widely separated, the Agent was authorized 
to make settlement with colporters then in the field and to receive of his pre- 
decessor in office such additional sums of money as he might be prepared from 
time to time to turn over to us. 

Thus empowered. Brother Brown proceeded at once to settle with the col- 
porters of the Board, using as far as practicable the stock of books in their 
hands in liquidation of their claims for services rendered. He also received of 
them from sales of books the sum of $165.67, and of Brother Walford the addi- 
tional sum of $300, for collections made by him as Agent of the Board. Many 
of the books returned by the colporters were so badly damaged as to be un- 
saleable. It will thus be seen that the assets of the Board received by us and 
loaned to the Agent amount in the aggregate to $1,924.66, namely, in books 
$<34.31 and in cash $1,190.35. 

The col portage work of this Conference year, as will appear in the report of 
the Agent, has been prosecuted with commendable diligence and discretion 
and with results that must be as highly gratifying to you and to the Conference 
as they are to us. We do not think the Board can do a wiser thing than to re- 
quest the appointment of Rev. A. G. Brown to this important agency for the 
ensuing Conference )^ear. 

The former Agent, Brother T. L. D. Walford has made full and satisfactory 
settlement of the business of the Board left in his hands.

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GEXERAX. AGEXT OF COEPORTAGE. 

To the Board of Colportage, Virginia Conference : 

Dear Brethren , — I entered on my office as General Agent of colportage Feb- 
ruary 1 , 1890, and beg to submit report of our business to November 1 , 1890 — 
a period of nine months. 

Sales during the period foot up $8,115.41, on which discounts have been al- 
lowed, chiefly to our preachers, of $1,949.19. The expenses of the business 
amount to $406.59, and the net balance is j^734. This may be fairly discounted 
15 per cent, to cover injury to stock and other unavoidable losses. The profits, 
therefore, have gone chiefly to our patrons. 

In the Districts severally, sales have been made as follows :

Charlottesville is the banner District, Lynchburg is next, Farmville next 

there being but little difference as between them. Then comes Richmond, 
Norfolk, Randolph Macon, Eastern Shore, Danville, Murfreesboro, Petersburg. 

Eleven colporters have been employed, three of whom are itinerant preach- 
ers, who, in addition to supplying their own people, have been eminently suc- 
cessful in other fields. It affords me peculiar pleasure to say that more than 
■ two^thirds of our sales have been made through our itinerant pastors; and of 
the eleven colporters the most successful of them all is an itinerant preacher, 
whose discounts have added something more than $150 to his income. Four- 
teen thousand three hundred volumes have been put in circulation, besides 
Sunday-School literature, tracts, and leaflets. Eleven thousand five hundred 
and nineteen volumes were of our own Publishing House at Nashville; one 
thousand and forty-one were publications of the American Bible Society; the 
remainder were of the Holman Bible House, the Foster Publishing Company, 
James Pott & Co., N. Y.; Armstrong & Son, N. Y.; and the Book Concern of 
the M. E. Church, N. Y. 

I beg leave to submit herewith an inventory of stock on hand, valued at 
$1,704.17. Liabilities to November 1 st do not exceed $225; bills receivable, 
$875, which, with few exceptions, are perfectly good. We have found it neces- 
sary to extend credit in certain cases beyond the sixty days allowed on all bills • 
and to do this, yet keep on hand, at our Depository, a stock sufficiently large 
and varied to meet the demands of our trade, has required much more than 
the very small capital of the Board. Money has been borrowed from time to 





time, on my own paper, and at my own hazard. Discounts for cash have more 
than paid the interest on loans. 

For information with respect to the cash capital and stock on hand from the 
business of last year you are respectfully referred to the report of the Execu- 
tive Committee. And I beg leave herewith to submit my correspondence with 
our Publishing House at Nashville, on the subject of prices, discounts, etc., 
which will give you a number of important and interesting facts and figures. 

Deeply regretting that more has not been accomplished, I think I may say I 
have done what I could with the limited means and opportunities at command. 
While traveling a large mountain District, and attending to the duties thereof 
as Presiding Elder, 1 have conducted a large correspondence, kept the books 
of the Depository, made purchases, sent out bills, put up and shipped pack- 
ages, looked after collections, given personal attention to finances, and num- 
berless details of the business, and generally supervised and pushed the work 
of colportage, as far as possible, in every part of our wide and difficult field. I 
need not say that these new and unusual labors have laid a heavy tax on my 
time and energies. That God’s blessing has enabled me to perform them, and 
has given me a measure of success in my work, is gratefully remembered. That 
I have not done more and better work, is my chief regret. Having no claim 
on any of our Conference collections, but little aid has been given to needy 
Sunday schools, and but few’ donations could be made to the destitute and suf- 
fering poor, many of whom sit in darkness and the shadow of death. Our 
denominational tracts and leaflets have not been scattered as widely as we 
have desired. But while much remains undone, enough has been accom- 
plished to demonstrate the possibility of establishing, in the Virginia Confer- 
ence, a system of colportage, and building up, in connection therewith, a De- 
pository for the sale and dissemination of the Word of God, to supply our 
preachers, churches, and Sunday-schools, with the books and periodicals of 
our Publishing House at Publishing House prices and discounts ; to put our 
denominational literature in the hands and homes of our people at the lo .vest 
prices, to distribute tracts, to obtain subscribers to our Church papers, and to 
advance generally the interests of Southern Methodism in our midst. 

In this connection, the following facts and suggestions are respectfully sub- 
mitted for your consideration : 

I.— Present Demands and Opportunities. 

The oflBcial statistics of our Conference, as published in the Minutes, show 
that we have 233 itinerant preachers, most of whom are actively employed in 
pastoral work ; 736 churches, and a membership of 73,761, to say nothing of 
the non- professors friendly to us, who attend our ministry and patronize our 
institutions; 815 Sunday-schools, having 8,706 officers and teachers and 56,284 
scholars. Now, these preachers, churches, and Sunday-schools create the 
present demand and offer the present opportunity for the sale and circulation 
of our books and periodicals. Let us ask. What is the extent of this demand ? 
What the measure of these opportunities? Put the average expenditure of our 
preachers at $12 each, per year, the aggregate outlay is $2,796. Could they re- 
plenish their libraries, and supply themselves and their families with our 
standard and current literature for less? Put the average expenditure of our 
churches and congregations at $10 each, per year, the aggregate is $7,360. Put 
the average outlay of our Sunday-schools, including teachers, officers, and 
scholars, at $8 each, per year, the aggregate is $6,520. The total is $16,676. 
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Does anybody doubt that these figures fairly represent the present demands 
and opportunities of our trade? I hesitate not to say that the united co-oper- 
ation and support of preachers, churches, and Sunday-schools, at present ex- 
isting, would yield a much larger result. 

II. — Future Possibilities. 

The fear has been expressed that when the demand for our new hymnal 
has been supplied, there may be a considerable falling oflf in the sales of our 
Depository; but this fear, I think, is without foundation in fact. May I not 
ask. When will the demand for our new hymn-book be satisfied? As yet 
hardly half of our churches have it. And of the churches that have it, not 
half of them have a full supply. It may be safely said that all our churche*s 
will not be furnished with new hymn-books for several years to come; and 
by that time the churches first served will need new books again. Books, like 
other things, wear out, are lost, and often destroyed. It is probable, therefore, 
that the demand for our new hymnil, of which there are thirteen editions, 
will not be fully supplied very soon, if ever. And do we not know that the 
sale of books, from year to year, creates new and larger demands for our liter- 
ature? Will not the desire for new and attractive books be stimulated there- 
by ? But our hope of future success is chiefiy conditioned upon the active co- 
operation, hearty support, and helpful sympathy of our itinerant pastors ; and 
I do not hesitate to affirm that the preachers of the Virginia Conference have 
sold and circulated more books this year than ever before in any five years of 
their lives. That fact is highly encouraging. And our colporters have done 
well. May we not hope that they will do better and better ? It would be un- 
reasonable to expect a class of men to spring at once into the field fully armed 
and equipped for that difficult work. It will take time to develop just the 
qualities we most need. We must be patient, therefore, working on till God 
shall give us the men we so much want. That he will give them to us if we 
are faithful, we cannot doubt. 

III. — The New Law. 

The legislation of the last General Conference places the Annual Conference 
on solid ground with respect to the work of colportage. Hitherto, the law did 
not authorize or encourage the establishment of Depositories. On the con- 
trary, the Publishing House at Nashville seemed to discourage all efibrts to es- 
tablish and conduct the book trade in our midst by entering the field in sharp 
and acfive competition. Hence the frequent efibrts made to establish a Meth- 
odist book-store, whether by the Conference or by individual enterprise, have 
ended in loss and failure. The law, as it qpw reads, gives us a remedy for that 
wrong: “ Let any Annual Conference, or group of Conferences,” says the new 
law, “ establish a Depository under the general supervision and control of their 
■General Agent, whenever said Conference, or group of Conferences, may deem 
it advisable ; and the Publishing House shall sell to the Depository, or to such 
General Colporter, at the maximum rate of discount ; and it shall, in no case, 
become a competitor for our book trade with such Depository or General Agent 
within the bounds of the Conference or Conferences taking this action ; pro- 
vided, however, that this action shall not be construed as abridging the privi- 
lege of any individual, not a dealer, who may prefer to order direct from the 
Publishing House, at regular discounts.” — Discipline, page 219. 

While providing for the rights and privileges of individual purchasers to 
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deal directly with the Publishing House at ^sashville, if they should desire so- 
to deal, the Annual Conference Depository is protected from hurtful competi- 
tion, and the Publishing House is required to accord to the Depository the 
maximum rate of discount in all purchases. This law, faithfully administered,, 
puts our Depository, and the system of colportage connected therewith, in the 
line of possible success ; and we should see to it that our rights, under the law, 
are not withheld or evaded. This law, and the Chapter on Colportage in which 
it is written, was adopted by the unanimous vote of the General Conference, 
and the principle it incorporates is obviously just and in strict accordance with 
commercial usage. What retail merchant in Lynchburg would deal with a 
Western manufacturer who would compete with him in his own market? 
None, because such competition would be ruinous to his trade. 

These facts and suggestions are respectfully submitted ; and I would take 
pleasure in giving any further information the Board may desire.

SUNDAY-SCHOOL. BOARD.— No. 1. 

The Sunday-School Board has instructed me as their Chairman, to make the 
following statement of facts for the information and action of the Con- 
ference : 

Two years ago the Sunday-School Board was united with the Colportage 
Board. The money on hand at that time raised on Children’s Day — amount- 
ing to $1,552.62 — was turned over to the Colportage and Sunday-School Board.- 
This sum was made up of the money raised on Children’s Day in 1888 — 
$1,115 57 — and the unexpended balance of between four and five hundred 
dollars then in the hands of W. H. Christian, the Chairman of the Sunday- 
School Board, at the time of its union with the Colportage Board. 

The Conference ordered that the Sunday-school fund should be expended 
only in aid of needy Sunday-schools, and that a separate account should be 
kept as to the expenditure of this money ; and the Bishop presiding at the 
last session of this Conference decided officially that it could be legally ex- 
pended in no other way. 

At the last session of this Conference the Sunday-School Board was re-organ- 
ized and made distinct from the Colportage Board, and 1 was instructed, as the 
Chairman of the re-organized Board, to request of the Colportage Board the re- 
turn of any unexpended balance of the Children’s Day fund. I performed that 
service, and the Chairman of the Colportage Board responded that he thought 
that this money should be returned to the Sunday-School Board, but that no 
books had been kept to give account of the use of the Sunday-school fund ; that 
he could not tell anything about the matter, and that the Conference would have 
to adopt a plan of the division of the fund, which amounted to $2,579.48 In 
the meantime the colportage fund had all been turned over to the Agent of' 
the Colportage Board, embracing the Sunday-school fund as w^ell as the col- 
portage fund. 

The Sunday-School Board now request the Conference to take such action, 
as will bring about an equitable division of the fund between the two Boards^ 
that the Sunday-school fund maybe expended according to the purpose for 
which it was raised. And the Sunday-School Board would respectfully sug- 
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gest that a committee, composed of the Chairman of our Board and R. T. Wil- 
son and Judge G. M. Peek, shall be appointed to confer with a similar commit 
tee of the Colportage Board to look into this matter, and make such a distribu- 
tion of the fund as the facts shall prompt and justify.

SUI^DAY-SCHOOI. BOARD. —No. 2. 

Methodism need not here and now reaffim her devotion to the work of the 
Sunday-school. Here w’e have charge of plastic material that may be im- 
pressed and moulded into the best and most useful form more easily than at 
any other period of life. It is a fact beyond question that most of the reli- 
gious training of a vast number of children is derived from the Sunday- 
School. 

We have made progress in oui; Sunday-School work on almost every line of 
its usefulness ; and yet we find many of our people who are not as deeply in- 
terested as they should be in the early conversion of their children and their 
union with the Church in the period of their childhood. Could these parents 
be brought themselves under the influence of Sabbath school instruction, a 
great work would be accomplished for them and their children. Here is a 
field of effort in which our Sabbath-school people may work with indefinite 
promise and usefulness. 

We are glad to believe, from the data before us, that there is a large increase 
in the use of our Sunday-school literature. But few schools now within the 
limits of our Conference use any other literature than that sent forth from our 
Publishing House. And why should any other be used ? Here we have intel- 
lectual and spiritual food for our children of a high order of excellence, and as 
cheaply f erved as any other literature, from any quarter, of like quality. And, 
besides, as loyal Methodists, we should aid our Publishing House in its work — 
even though it might cost us a fraction more, which is not the case — that with 
increased patronage it may be prepared to do its work more efficiently. We 
hear with pleasure of large accessions to the Church from the ranks of the 
Sabbath- school children. We believe there is a growing increase in this di- 
rection. Let our Sabbath-school w orkers labor to have all the chi dren in 
early years brought into the Church of Christ, as the result of a genuine con- 
version and a voluntary consecration of themselves to God. 

Your Committee has been surprised to learn that in many of our schools, 
when no minister is present at the close, the Sunday-School is dismissed with- 
out any religious form whatsoever. We most heartily recommend that when 
a layman shall find himself without the presence of a minister at the close of 
his school, he shall use some form of benediction in the dismission of the 
school. 

We have reason to believe, from information derived from various quarters, 
that the fund derived from Children’s Day has been of good service to our 
Sunday-school cause. The money has been useful, not only in purchasing 
Sunday-school supplies, but it has at the same time stimulated liberality, and 
money has been raised in the communities aided that would never have been 
raised otherwise. Thus it has not only been a fountain itself, but has at the 
same time opened other fountains of usefulness ; and we think, from tho 
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present prospect, that there is no need that any Sunday-school in our bounds 
should not be abundantly supplied with every facility for the most efficient 
work in the near future. 

The amount received by this Committee from Children’s Day collections was 
$1,550.59, and this amount has been expended as follows: R. H. Bennett, $50;

It will be seen from the above that 42 pastoral charges Lave been aided dur- 
ing the year hy the Children's Day fund, and we have a number of applica- 
tions yet unsatisfied because of a lack of funds. 

We have reason to fear that copies of the Holy Bible are not generally used 
in our Sunday-schools. They are substituted by the Sunday school litera- 
ture. We earnestly recommend that the Bible be employed in all our Sunday- 
school work, in connection with our Sunday-school literature. Let the chil- 
dren be familiarized with the Book itself. 

We ofier the following resolutions : 

1. That our Sunday-schools be urged to use our Sunday-school papers and 
magazines in their Sunday-school work 

2. That we earnestly recommend that our Sunday-schools secure large and 
select libraries for the use of their scholars and teachers 

3. That W’e particularly recommend the circulation among our children of a 

recent publication of our House called Sowers and Reapers^ designed for the 
diffusion of missionary information. * 

4. That we urge our brethren to give special attention to Children’s Day ob- 
servance, by which means are to be raised to put out Sunday-schools in con- 
dition for the most efiective work.

It is a book that will awaken a 
deep interest in the missionary cause, and should be widely circulated among 
the people. We would also call particular attention to the “History of the 
Revisions of the Discipline ” by ^Rev. P. A. Peterson, D. D. Laymen as well 
as ministers would find it interesting and instructive. 

We mention with pleasure and commend most highly “ The Life and Times 
of Bishop George Foster Pierce,” by Rev. George G. Smith ; also several little 
volumes written by the same gifted author, viz : “ Henry Thornton, Benny’s 
Triumphs,” etc. 

The ‘‘ Sketch Book,” by Rev. Dr J. .J. Lafferty is a valuable addition to our 
literature and gives valuable and interesting information with reference to the 
subjects on which it treats. 

We earnestly recommend that our own hymn-books be used in all our 
Ohurches, and that our Sunday-schools use our own Sunday-school papers and 
periodicals, which far excel all those which are seeking patronage among us on 
the plea of cheapness 

We also recommend the Quarterly Review as worthy of the support and 
patronage of the great Church it represents. Its pages are often adorned with 
the brilliant thoughts of our best writers. 

We recommend to our people the Nashville Christian Advocate, the great 
connectional organ of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South. 

The Richmond Christian Advocate our home paper, still holds its place 
among the best religious journals of the country. 

The Editor has spared no pains nor expense in making it a first class paper, 
whose pages are often enriched with the contributions of some of the ablest 
writers in the Church. It ought to be in the house of every Methodist " 
family. 

We request the Bishop to appoint Rev. J. J. Lafferty, Editor of Richmond 
Christian Advocate for the ensuing year.

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COMMITTEE ON TEMPERANCE. 

The Committee on Temperance suggest the adoption of the following, as 
expressing the sentiments of the Virginia Annual Conference concerning the 
manufacture, sale, and use (as a beverage) of intoxicating liquors : 

1. Methodism has been, from the very beginning, an uncompromising foe of 
intemperance in all its forms. From the days of Wesley until now it has ever 
been one of the tests of a good Methodist that he shall avoid “drunkenness 
or drinking spirituous liquors, except in cases of necessity.” Our Discipline 
proyides a process not only for the exclusion of drunkenness from the Church, 
but also for the suppression of so-called ‘‘ moderate drinking.” There is, 
therefore, ample provision in our Rules for the preservation of the purity of 
the Church ; and wherever the Discipline is faithfully administered, there 
■is but little danger of the growth of intemperance in our own spiritual 
household. We hardly need to urge that pastors give heed to this matter, as 
they are bound by their ordination vows to do so. 

2. Members of our churches ought not only t") abstain from the manufac- 
ture, sale, and use of alcoholic liquors as a beverage, but to keep themselves 
from every species of alliance with the drink evil. It is an offence against 
Christ and the Church, as well as against humanity, for a member of the 
Church to hire out a building, or any part thereof, to be used for the traffic in 
ardent spirits, or in any other way to promote the drinking habits of society. 
Let our Church be kept absolutely pure from complicity in this soul- destroying 
business ; and let our ministers and lay-members give their hearty approval 
and co-operation to all measures which, in their godly judgment, are sound in 
principle and well adapted to lessen the evils of intemperance. 

3. Moral suasion should be faithfully and patiently employed by all wh 
love God and their fellow-men, both to induce the drinker to reform his habits 
and to win the liquor-dealer from his deadly traffic. But this in itself is not 
sufl&cient. The saloon is a pestilent nuisance which should be suppressed, and 
the inebriate thus protected against his tempter, and society defended from 
the colossal foe that attacks its most vital interests. 

4. We heartily endorse the action of our General Conference, at its recent 
session, on this subject.

BIBEE CAUSE. 

Your Committee, to whom was referred the subject of the Bible Cause, beg 
leave to report, that this noble work of supplying the Bible to our people is 
being prosecuted by the Virginia Bible Society as an auxiliary of the Ameri- 
can Bible Society, to whom is committed the management of the work in our 
State. 

These Societies are successfully carrying out the objects for which they were 
organized, viz.: publishing and supplying the Word of God to the world at 
the lowest possible cost of production, and placing it in the hands of every 
individual who will have it and appreciate it — first to those who will buy at 
mere cost of publication, and, secondly, to those unable to buy, without money 
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and without price. These Societies ask the co-operation of all the Churches, 
of every lover of the Lord Jesus Christ, and every patriot, believing there is 
no surer way of perpetuating the blessings we enjoy as a Christian nation than 
that of making the masses acquainted with the truths as revealed in the Holy 
Scriptures. 

We rejoice to see by the reports of these Societies that there has been an in" 
creased interest manifested in this work in our State, and especially by our 
people, during the past year, in contributions to support this noble cause; and 
we as greatly rejoice to report that the efforts of those having the manage- 
ment of the work have kept fully up to the increase of interest and contribu- 
tions given. We note that during the past year there were 20,331 volumes 
sent into Virginia by the American Bible Society ; that the agents and 
colporteurs of the Virginia Bible Society made 27, 606 visits, and found 1,450 
families destitute of the Scriptures (these figures do not include Roman Catho- 
lic families visited). 

We find that the expenditures for foreign work by the American Bible • 
Society during the past year was 8147,132.40, and during the last ten years it 
was $1,448,088.02 cash outlay, besides what has been expended at the Bible 
House in printing the Scriptures in foreign languages for circulation abroad — 
thus giving substantial aid to the mission work of all the Churches in every 
part of the world. 

In view^ of the foregoing facts, we recommend the adoption of the following 
resolution : 

Resolved, That collections be taken in all our charges for the Virginia Bible 
Society during the coming year, and we recommend that they be taken up as 
• early in the year as practicable.

hands of the Sunday-School and Colportage Board, and thereby fully deter- 
mined that the Sunday-School Board has no claim to said fund, but that the 
entire balance in the hands of the Sunday-School and Colportage Board be- 
longs to the Board of Colportage.

At the adjourned annual meeting of the Society held in the city of Rich- 
mond, November loth, 1889, Rev. G. W. Carter, D. D., was chosen its agent 
for the ensuing Conference year. The appointment received the prompt 
endorsement of the Conference, and as early as practicable thereafter. Dr. 
Carter entered upon the duties of his agency. He has diligently and faith- 
fully prosecuted his work up to the present time, having visited portions of all 
the Districts, except the Murfreesboro District, in the advocacy of the cause and 
in the canvass for subscriptions. The greater part of his time, however, was 
devoted to the canvass of the cities in the Lynchburg, Danville, Petersburg, 
Richmond and Norfolk Districts. The preachers in charge of the several sta- 
tions and circuits visited gave him kindly reception and cordial support in 
his work. 

As a result of the labors of the year, I am pleased to report new subscriptions 
received aggregating nearly |15,000. While this of itself is very gratifying, 
and fully justifies the wisdom of our new departure, the canvass has developed 
an element more encouraging than generous subscriptions — even an increased 
and growing appreciation among the Methodists of Virginia, of the obligation 
to provide for the support and comfort of those honored servants of God, 
who, now no longer able to do effective work for the church, so faithfully in 
the years of their health and strength devoted themselves and their all to her 
service. 

This, like all other philanthropic movements possessing essential merit, 
will receive substantial aid from bequests. A Christian gentleman of large 
means within our Conference, has already made special and liberal provision 
in his will for the “ Preachers’ Relief Society.” As this matter is agitated and 
discussed among our people, and as success seems assured, we may expect 
other liberal-minded Christians to emulate this example. 

Altogether the future outlook for our Society is very f^romising indeed. We 
should continue in the line of last year’s work, until from one end of the Con- 
ference to the other, the purposes of the “ Preachers’ Relief Society ” are un- 
derstood and fully appreciated, and its fund is raised to at least one hundred 
.thousand dollars.

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THE CONFERENCE MISSION BOARD. 
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REPORT 1 ^ 0 . 1. 

The Mission Board has aided in the support of the ministry in fifty-one 
pastoral charges during the past year. The financial and statistical reports 
from these charges, as published in the General Statistics, are for the most 
part encouraging. There has been increase in membership and in Sunday- 
schools, and some advance along well-nigh all the lines of church activity. 

The general collections for the work of the Board have been larger than 
ever before, yet insuflficient to enable it to pay its appropriations in full. 
There is a deficiency of 10 per cent. As there is little prospect of any de- 
crease in the appropriations, such deficiency in the future can be avoided only 
by increased collections. 

The communications from the General Secretary referred to the Board by 
the Conference, show that there has been a decrease in the missionary debt, 
an increase in the contributions of the Church for the foreign work, an ex- 
tension of our work, and enlarged plans and prospects for the future. The 
Board expressed its hearty approval of the work of the General Board, and 
pledged its co-operation in the prosecution of its plans. 

The following resolutions with respect to the woman’s work were adopted : 

Resolved 1. That we have followed, with admiration and unfeigned pleasure, 
the movements of the Woman’s Missionary Society of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, South, as the sphere of its usefulness has widened from year to 
year, and that we are specially gratified at the work done by the Society with- 
in the bounds of this Conference. 

Resolved 2, That we bid our sisters God speed in their labors of love for 
Christ and those for whom He died, and assure them of our cordial sympa- 
thy and fervent prayers for still larger blessings upon their enterprise, and of 
our active co-operation in augmenting the membership and increasing the 
revenues of the Society. 

The Board estimates for its work the incoming year, and has apportioned to 
the districts for collection, the sum of $13,500.
